Summary of reasons 
for classification: 

The computer game entitled Leisure Suit Larry: Magna Cum Laude is classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who have attained 
the age of 16 years. 

Leisure Suit Larry: Magna CumLaude deals with matters of sex in such a manner that its unrestricted 
availability is likely to be injurious to the public good. The publication is a computer game based 
around the zany sexual antics of its lead protagonist, Larry. While the game's sexual activity is not 
explicidy depicted it does contain full-frontal male and female nudity (of animated characters), as 
well as a pervasive smutty 'frat-boy' style humour and references to adult sexual practices. Children 
or young persons are not at the developmental stage with the experience and maturity to put this 
kind of material in the context of an entertaining computer game that deals with adult sexuality. 
The game also demeans women to a moderate extent and low degree with its idealised depictions 
of women as fantasy objects who exist solely for Larry's (and the player's own) titillation and sexual 
arousal. The availability of the publication is likely to be injurious to the public good unless 
restricted to players over the age of 16 years. 

The criteria applied by the Classification Office resulting in the limit on the availability of this 
publication are prescribed by law. This classification represents the minimum interference with 
freedom of expression as affirmed in the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 that is consistent 
with preventing likely injury to the public good, and is therefore a restriction that can be 
demonstrably justified in a free and democratic society. 
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
